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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Priority 

1 . The examiner is acknowledging the submittal of the English-language translation 
of the instant application's priority document JP 2003-097080 and the rejection of claims 
15 and 18 under 102(e) is hereby withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a headlamp for a vehicle 
as set forth in Claim 1 having a light source oriented horizontally within the headlamp 
comprised of a semiconductor light emitting unit with a rectangular light emitting chip 
within a hemispherical mold lens, a reflector to reflect light from the light source, and a 
reflecting optical system forming a horizontal cutoff line from the light emitted from the 
light source. 

4. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
headlamp for a vehicle as set forth in Claim 13 having a first light source oriented 
horizontally within the headlamp comprised of a first semiconductor light emitting unit 
with a first rectangular light emitting chip within a first hemispherical mold lens, and a 
first reflector to reflect light from the first light source. The headlamp also having a 
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second light source comprised of a second semiconductor light emitting unit with a 
second rectangular light emitting chip within a second hemispherical mold lens, and a 
second reflector to reflect light from the second light source. The second light source is 
inclined downward at an angle with respect to the horizontal position of the first light 
emitting chip. The first light source forms a horizontal cutoff line and the second light 
source forms an oblique cutoff line. 

5. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
headlamp for a vehicle as set forth in Claim 1 5 having means for creating and reflecting 
a fist and second light output and directing the outputs towards the front of the lighting 
unit, thereby creating the horizontal and oblique cutoff lines.
